Angeles Donate Block of Land 
Adjoining College, Completing 
Fifteen-Acre Tract: 








Gifts of a valuable tract of land 
and of a large amount of money to 
Pomona college were announced 
yesterday. Charles E. Harwood of 
Upland, vice-president of the Mexi- 
can Petroleum Oil company, has giv- 
en $50,000 to be used toward the 
erection of a woman’s residence hall 
in memory of his late wife, Mrs. 
Katherine Harwood, who died about 
a year ago. Pomona college has 
benefited heretofore through the 
generosity of Mr. Harwood, who is a 
corporate member of the American 
board and is deeply interested in 
educational institutions, to which he 
has been a liberal giver. 

Simultaneously with this gift comes 
that of. Mr. and Mrs. L. M. Daven- 
port of Los Angeles of a block of 
valuable land imemdiately adjoining 
ithe present college campus, and 
which completes a fifteen-acre tract 
recently acquired by the board of 
trustees, and opens the way for work 
on a long-cherished plan of a co-ed 
campus, whereon the first unit of a 
group .of women’s residence halls 
will be begun this summer. 

The present woman’s dormitory is 
the oldest building at Pomona—a 
wooden structure of the style of the 
early 80’s and is entirely out of har- 
many with the other college build- 
‘ings and is inadequate. 

. The plan of a special campus for 
women, including four residence 
halls and the necessary equipment, 
is only one aspect of a detailed plan 
for a great expansion of Pomona 
college. The Million-dolar cam- 
paign’ intsituted by President Blais- 
dell a few years ago was brought 
to such a successful issue that an- 
other campaign for $500,000 is now 
well on the way to fulfillment.
